Ry his account, 
the condition of affairs in the South is de* 
plorable. In the interior labor is wholly 
disorganized, and lands which before the 
war sold at sixty or eighty dollars in gold 
per acre, can now lie bought for a dollar 
and a half and two dollars; that all who 
can are emigrating; those with more 
means to Brazil ; the others towards Ken- 
tucky and Tennessee. 

This is the direct consequence of the re- 
jection of the Sherman- Johnston treaty, 
or the principle of States-rights. If these 
same men had been told that the whole 
responsibility of regulating their own in- 
ternal affairs rested witli them, and that 
they should not lie int»?rfered with in its 
exercise, not a man of them would have 
been left. They would have accepted 
even emancipation as a condition, pro- 
vided ii had been left With them to con- 
t rol the labor; to compel the blacks to con- 
tract to labor for a season, and when tbey 
contracb-d, compel them to fulfill the con- 
tract; to leave the matter to be settled by 
the people interested, and not to some dis- 
tant and alien power, wholly unfamiliar 
with their 
interested in 

tion of the Sherman-Johnston treaty prac- 
tically deprived the whites of their own 
affairs, anil gave it to their servants. 

The blindness of fanaticism is shown 
in the fact t hat tbey cannot see that the 
course which they adopt as a merited 
punishment to the South reacts with equal 
force 11 pun the loyal States. We have be- 
fore discussed the dangerous policy it in- 
augurated of clothing the central Govern- 
ment with power dangerous alike to the 
freedom and prosiierity of all the States, 
and we need only allude to it now. There 
is another view of the subject, however, 
eminently worth consideration: 

We have upon us a tremendous Nation- 
al debt. The rejection of tbe Sherman- 
Johnston treaty, by which the duty and 
expense of regulating Southern affairs 
devolved upon the Southern people, In- 
volves the necessity of a large standing 
army and numerous highly-paid officials, 
increasing the already heavy burden we 
have to bear. This, however, is a minor 
consideration compared with what is 
shown by the deplorable condition of af- 
fairs in the South. When men will not 
labor, or capital will Hot employ labor- 
ers; when land falls from eighty dollars 
an acre to a dollar and a half, it Is the 
rankest absurdity to suppose that those 
people will be of any assistant* in aiding 
to pay off tbe public debt. The capital 
necessary to meet the debt is going away, 
There are no productions to bring capital 
int.. the South to aid. We have not only 
to pay our liabilities, but to support those 
who remain— all traceable hi that fatal 
blnnder of rejecting the Sherman-John 
ston treaty. 

Another error is in supposing that the 
form of government contain 
ber of States under a head instituted to 
gegulate certain limited affairs, is entirely

work of nature. Certain persons living

As 
States tbey agreed to confer on a general 
head sueh powers aa in their nature could 
be more conveniently, perhaps necessari- 
ly, exercised by a general government. 
They could no more give up the control 
of matters pertaining to their local offices 
without enslaving thaniaelvefi, than a 
man could give np his whole will aad be- 
ing to any arbitrary power, without be- 
coming a slave.

npllf create tbe States, but 
freneral Government, and to adopt and 
act any dlnVrent theory hi as much trea- 
son ss to take up arms against the Fed- 
eral authority. The division seems to us 
too clear for controversy. As we hold i 
that individuals occupying official posi- 
tion in the States can commit trtiaaan to 
the 1'ederal authority, so also it is clear 
to us that those in authority iu the Federal 
Government can commit t reason against 
the States, and under the eye of impartial 
justice they alike merit punishment.
